Peesideot Names WWII SHAEF eeesiate 
For Top Manpower Post At Pentagon 


President Eisenhower has picked Col. 
Carter L. Burgess, USAR, whose wartime 
service included duty as Secretary of the 


General Staff at SHAEF, to succeed 
former Assistant Defense Secretary 
(Manpower and Personnel) John A. 
Hannah. 


At the same time, the Chief Executive 
named Cdr. Albert Pratt, USNR, who 
served on the staff of Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, USN, during WWII, 
to fill the newly created post of Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy for Personnel 
and Reserve Forces. 

Colonel Burgess, 37, was graduated 
from Virginia Military Institute in 1939 
and rose from second lieutenant to colo- 
nel during WWII. 

Subsequent to his wartime service with 
the President, the new Pentagon man- 
power chief, who will take office next 
month, has held numerous advisory posi- 
tions at the White House, State Depart- 
ment and Defense Department, as well 
as serving as a consultant to the Senate 
Armed Services Committee. 

Recently, he has served as Consultant 
to the President on Cabinet and Execu- 
tive Staff Organization. 

Commander Pratt, an investment 
banker, is a graduate of Harvard Uni- 
versity. In addition to service with Ad- 
miral Nimitz, he saw duty in minesweep- 
ers and later was on the staff of the 
Naval War College at Newport, R. I. 





Both officials were given recess ap- 
pointments, since the Senate is not now 
meeting. 

When he assumes his new job at the 
Pentagon, Colonel Burgess will be con- 
fronted immediately with the problem of 
working out the complex preparations 
that will be necessary for presenting the 
Administration’s new Reserve Forces 
Plan to Congress early next year. This 
will include the critical request for ex- 
tension of the draft beyond the present 
30 June 1955 deadline. 

In view of his wartime service and 
postwar duties in varied Government ac- 
tivities, Colonel Burgess can be expected 
to grasp quickly the intricate problems 
of manpower and personnel administra- 
tion in the Defense Department. This will 
be essential, since the Pentagon’s fiscal 
56 budget and calendar year ’55 legis- 
lative program already will be under in- 
tensive study when he takes office. 

Colonel Burgess’ predecessor, Dr. Han- 
nah, left the Pentagon on 1 August to 
return to full-time duties as president 
of Michigan State College. 

Commander Pratt’s job as the Navy’s 
top civilian personnel official results 
from the recent Navy Department reor- 
ganization. His opposite number in the 
Army is Assistant Secretary Hugh M. 
Milton II. The Air Force Manpower As- 
sistant Secretary had yet to be named as 
the JOURNAL went to press.

SecDef Wilson Stresses 


Reserve Forces Need 


Failure of Congress to vote a strength- 
ened Reserve next year could mean 
necessity of increased active forces, ac- 
cording to Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson. 

He told a Pentagon news conference 
this week this would be “the dumb way 
to handle the problem.” 

Mr. Wilson said adequate numbers of 
men must either be available in the Re- 
serve Forces to go into immediate ac- 
tion in event of emergency or else the 
active forces may have to be larger. 

A new Reserve Forces program, some- 
what different from that advanced pre- 
viously by former Assistant Defense Sec- 
retary John A. Hannah, is now being 
formalized for presentation to the Na- 
tional Security Council within the next 
30 to 60 days, Mr. Wilson reported. 

He said the new program would con- 
tain five basic objectives: 

1. Provide sufficient manpower for the 
Armed Forces to carry out assigned mis- 
sions. 

2. Provide sufficient prior-service per- 
sonnel to build up Reserve Forces. 

3. Maintain age of inductees at proper 
levels. 

4. Maintain pool of militarily eligible 
men. 

5. Provide for equity of service. 
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Marine Squad Leaders 
Win Medals of Honor 


Two Marine squad leaders have been 
awarded posthumous Medals of Honor 
for heroism in Korea. 

Corporal Lee Phillips, 20, and Sergeant 
Daniel Paul Matthews, 21, are the 40th 
and 41st Marines to earn the Nation’s 
highest decoration for outstanding gal- 
lantry during the Korean War. 

The Medals of Honor will be presented 
to their families at ceremonies which will 
be arranged at a later date. 

Corporal Phillips was cited for his 
bravery near Sudong, North Korea, on 
4 Nov. 1950, while fighting with company 
E, 2d Battalion, 7th Marines, Ist Marine 
Division, in the drive toward the Chosin 
Reservoir. 

After spearheading an attack through 
enemy fire that cut his squad to three 
men, he wiped out the final pocket of 
resistance by hurling grenades with one 
hand while he used the other to climb a 
chimney-like precipice on which the ene- 
my was dug in. Corporal Phillips and 
the remainder of his squad then beat off 
a counter attack. 

He was later killed at Yudam-ni on 27 
Nov. 1950. 

Sergeant Matthews was killed at Vegas 
Hill on 28 March 1953 while a member of 
Company F, 2d Battalion, 7th Marines. 
Assaulting an enemy outpost which had 
already repulsed six earlier attacks, he 
and his men were pinned down by a ma- 
chine gun. Noting that the wall of fire 
prevented the evacuation of a wounded 
Marine, Sergeant Matthews, armed only 
with a rifle, attacked the enemy position. 
Mortally wounded by enemy fire, he killed 
two of the enemy crew and drove a third 
to cover. He died shortly after silencing 
the enemy gun.

From Tax Law Changes 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
be ready for distribution before the end 

of the year. 

Meanwhile, a preliminary study of the 
new tax law has been completed. Here 
are some of the changes that will affect 
individuals: 

FILING DATE—Returns must be filed 
by 15 April 1955 (a month later than was 
provided under the old law). The final 
date for paying the last installment on 
1954 estimated tax is still 15 Jan. 1955. 
Declarations of estimated tax for 1955 
are not required until 15 April 1955. 

FILING REQUIREMENTS—Taxpay- 
ers who are 65 prior to 1 Jan. 1955 are 
not required to file a return unless their 
gross income for 1954 amounts to $1200 
or more. Those under 65 whose gross 
income amounted to $600 or more are 
still required to file. 

SURVIVING SPOUSE—This is a new 
classification of taxpayer created by the 
Code. A surviving spouse is an unmar- 
ried widow or widower who maintains 
a home for (and with) a dependent son 
or daughter. If the survivor was entitled 
to file a joint return with the deceased 
spouse for the year of death then the 
tax of the surviving spouse is computed 
exactly the same as the tax on a joint 
return (that is, the full benefit of the 
split-income computation is allowed). 
This status is available to the widow or 
widower for the first two taxable years 
following the year in which the spouse 
died. 

HEAD OF HOUSEHOLD — A person 
qualifying as head of a household is still 
entitled to a lower tax rate than a single 
person. Those who may qualify are per- 
sons who are unmarried at the end of 
the tax year, not a surviving spouse and 
who (1) maintain their home as a house- 
hold which is the principal place of resi- 
dence of a son, daughter, grandson or 
granddaughter, who is unmarried, or if

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Army Order Sets Duties for Under Sec’y 
And Four Assistants Under Reorg. Plan 


AS part of its current Reorganization, the Army has published an official order 
which describes the duties and responsibilities of the Under Secretary and the 


four Assistant Secretaries of the Army. 


The full text of the Army order follows: 


Assignment of Duties and Responsibilities 
—Under Secretary of the Army and Assistant 
Secretaries of the Army 

1. General.—The Secretary of the Army, 
pursuant to Section 101 (a), Army Organiza- 
tion Act of 1950, Public Law 581, 81st Con- 
gress, is responsible for and has authority 
to conduct all affairs of the Army Establish- 
ment. This general order assigns to the 
Under Secretary of the Army and to the 
Assistant Secretaries of the Army duties and 
responsibilities pursuant to the authority 
contained in Section 101 (b) and (c), Army 
Organization Act of 1950 and Section 302, 
Natioal Security Act of 1947, as amended. 
Subject to the direction and control of the 
Secretary of the Army, the Under Secretary 
of the Army and the Assistant Secretaries 
of the Army are hereby authorized and 
directed to act for the Secretary of the Army 
within their respective fields of responsibil- 
ity as set forth herein, and as further 
directed by the Secretary. This authority 
extends not only to actions within the Army 
Establishment, but also to relationships and 
transactions with the Congress and other 
governmental and non-governmental organi- 
zations and individuals. Officers of the Army 
shall report to the Under Secretary and the 
Assistant Secretaries regarding matters with- 
in their respective areas of responsibility as 
herein assigned. 


2. Under Secretary of the Army.—The 
Under Secretary of the Army acts as deputy 
to the Secretary of the Army, and is his 
principal civilian assistant in the field of 
general management. 


3. Assistant Secretary of the Army (Civil- 
Military Affairs).—The following listed fields 
of responsibility are hereby assigned to the

Law Gives Benefits 
To Former WAAC’S 


Compensation, pension, vocational re- 
habilitation and GI loans are now avail- 
able to certain women who served in the 
Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps, forerun- 
ner of the Women’s Army Corps. 

A new act, Public Law 650, extends the 
benefits administered by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration to former members of the 
WAAC who meet the following require- 
ments: 

(1) Served in the WAAC at least 90 
days; and (2) Prior to the establishment 
of the WAC, were honorably discharged 
for disability incurred in the line of duty, 
which rendered them unfit to perform 
further service in the WAAC or WAC. 

The Veterans Administration said that 
those affected by the new law should not 
write to Washington, D. C., but should 
apply to their local VA offices.

Army Tells of Dependent Travel Difficulty 


The Army reports in Circular No. 105 
that difficulties have developed with the 
General Accounting Office over certain 
Payments made in connection with 
vouchers for reimbursement of dependent 
travel when available records raise “a 
reasonable presumption of doubt as to 
whether the dependents actually traveled 
to the member’s station with the intent 
to establish a residence and remain there- 
at until further transportation was au- 
thorized.” 

It was noted that although the GAO 
has taken exception, information is not 
“so conclusive as to warrant immediate 
collection from the member.” 

Here is what Circular No. 105 says 
should be done to alleviate the situation: 

“In such cases, the finance officer will 
take action to determine the fact that 
the dependent did or did not perform the 
travel for which an exception to the 
payment has been taken. He will request 
the member’s commanding officer to ob- 
tain a signed statement from the mem- 
ber giving full information relative to 
his and his dependents’ intent to estab- 
lish a residence at the duty station and 
the travel performed thereto. The infor-

mation will include the date and places 
from and to which the travel was per- 
formed, and the address of the residence. 
Rent receipts, paid utility bills, copies of 
leases or rental agreements, etc., if avail- 
able, will be attached to signed state- 
ment. The signed statement, together with 
any supporting documents, will be for- 
warded to the General Accounting Office 
by the finance officer, with request that 
the exception be removed. 

“All military personnel with depend- 
ents will be informed that certain mem- 
bers may be requested to establish the 
fact that the dependents actually trav- 
eled to the member’s duty station for 
the purpose of establishing a residence. 
It is emphasized that such a request does 
not infer that reimbursement for depend- 
ent travel was improperly obtained, but 
only that the evidence submitted by the 
member with the voucher is not in har- 
mony with other information available to 
the General Accounting Office. Therefore, 
it is in the best interest of the member 
to comply immediately with the request 
to furnish evidence in order that collec 
tion of the amount will not be required 
to be made from his pay account.”

Secretary Stevens Says Aircraft Lack Bars 
Army from Crossing Mobility “Threshold” 


The Army is “on the threshold of a 
degree of strategic and battlefield mo- 
bility unparalleled in military history,” 
put in some cases is “barred from cross- 
ing the threshold because the necessary 
amounts and types of aircraft are not 
presently available.” 

So declared Secretary Robert T. 
Stevens in a speech on 20 Sept. before the 
St. Louis, Mo., chapter of the National 
Defense Transportation Association. 

He outlined progress during recent 
years in mobility of manpower and mate- 
rial and said that “extensive planning 
and intensive training have carried us 
far along the road toward that goal.” 

But the Army Secretary emphasized 
that “these great advances have given 
us a tremendous potential rather than 
great actual capability today.” 

In the matter of amounts and types 
of aircraft, he related that “of course, 
this is an inter-Service problem on which 
we are constructively working with the 
Air Force.” 

Mr. Stevens said it would require about 
400 of the largest type of four-engined 
transports to lift an entire airborne divi- 
sion with its organic equipment from 
the U. S. to Europe and added that “more 
than 625 of the famous two-engined 
lying Boxcars’ would be needed to lift 
the assault elements of an airborne divi-

States Marine Corps Band has been ruled 
out by the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps. 

In a letter to Chairman Leverett Sal- 
tonstall (R-Mass) of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, General Lemuel C. 
Shepherd, jr., said he is taking the action 
as the result of recent criticism of the 
financing system used by the Band dur- 
ing its annual concert tours. 

The Commandant disclosed at the same 
time that Band members will continue 
to share in the profits made by the group, 
and the civilian tour manager will be re- 
quired “to make equitable adjustment 
with local sponsors when a shortage of 
ticket sales results in a sponsor not being 
able to meet his expenses.” 

Criticism of the Band resulted from 
complaints by two civic organizations 
that they had lost money on appearances 
of the Band under their auspices. Sena- 
tors noted that under the profit-sharing 
system employed by the Band, its mem- 
bers each receive additional remunera- 
tion above their salaries and expenses 
and that the tour manager and the Band 
leader split the balance. 

General Shepherd said the extra pay 
which goes to Band members from the 
annual concert tours “has enabled the 
Marine Corps to maintain in its band’s

membership musicians of a caliber that 
could not otherwise be initially attracted 
to the Band or induced to remain in it.” 
He ruled that to deprive them of the ad- 
ditional remuneration “upon which they 
have relied over the years and wh.ch pio- 
vides a valuable feature for procurement 
of new talent will obviously jeopardize 
the present morale and have a far-reach- 
ing effect upon the future of the Band.” 

In eliminating the Band leader’s share 
of the profits, he pointed out that “In re- 
cent years the officer designated as leader 
of the Marine Band has been assigned 
such additional duty and responsibil'ties 
as to warrant his promotion to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel.” This new rank, he 
said, has augmented both the l2ader’s in- 
come and prestige, and his position with 
relation to extra pay realized from the 
Band tours “has been altered.” 

The Commandant added that the lead- 
er, in the future, “will receive only such 
moneys in amounts as represent reason- 
able expenses for his rank and position.” 
He noted that he had made the decision 
reluctantly, and said “In all fairness to 
the present leader [Lt. Col. William F. 
Santelmann] it should be pointed out that 
his services have always been outstand- 
ing as reflected by his contributions to 
the Band and to the Marine Corps as a 
whole.”

-ROPA Sets New Rules, Numerous Changes 


New ground rules for the promotion 
of Air Force Reservists are contained in 
the Reserve Officer Personnel Act which 
becomes effective on 1 July 1955. 

As previously reported in THE JourR- 
NAL, thousands of active duty AFR of- 
ficers will get accelerated boosts in rank 
as a result of the new law. Included in 
the group are some 18,000 captains who 
will be promoted to major during the 
next five years under the mandatory; 
provisions of the Act. 

Numerous other changes also will be 
brought into play for all active status 
members of the Reserve components ot 
the Air Force. These are delineated in 
Title V of ROPA which concerns itself 
solely with AF promotion procedures. 

The following summary of the AF 
Title has been prepared by THE JOURNAL 
to guide those who will be affected by 
the new law: 

Title V 
The Reserve Components of the Air Foree 
Sec, 501—Definitions 

(a) This title applies only to the Air Foree. 

(b) Terms: 

(1) ‘‘Promotion service’’ means service in 
an active status in current permanent grade.

Service Attractiveness Failing. Appoint- 
ments to the Service Academies, once eagerly 
sought by the youth of America, are now going 
begging. Representative Walter Norblad (R-Ore.) 
told THE JOURNAL this week that he has had only 
one applicant for vacancy at the U. S. Military 
Academy and only two for his 10 nominations for 
the U. S. Air Force Academy. 

Mr. Norblad said that this all-time low in ap- 
plications for appointments comes after wide 
publicity throughout his district. Newspapers and 
radio stations, he reported, have been generous in 
publicizing the fact that the vacancies are avail- 
able. In addition, he has sent notices to all of the 
high sehools in his area. To make matters even 
worse, the Congressman said that his lone appli- 
cant for the West Point appointment has scholastic 
grades so low that he probably will not qualify 
for entrance. 

“Interest in these appointments to West Point 
and to a lesser extent to Annapolis,” Representa- 
tive Norblad wrote to THE JOURNAL, “has become 
less and less in recent years. In order to fill the 
alternate spots I have had to give them to any 
boy in the District who might later request them 
without any examination or check of his qualifi- 
cations in the hope that they might be able to 
keep these positions from remaining vacant.”’ 

Since establishment of Service Academies, ap- 
pointments to their ranks have been one of the 
most sought-for honors by American youths. In 
fact, so keen has been the demand in past years 
that it became a source of concern to many mem- 
bers of Congress. Large numbers of Representa- 
tives and Senators asked the Civil Service Com- 
mission to set up examinations for applicants so 
that they could award their appointments to those 
passing with the highest marks. Why is this no 
longer true? Why have the young men of America 
turned away from the time-honored profession 
of arms? 

Mr. Norblad feels that the availability of G.I. 
educational benefits to young men serving under 
Selective Service may be one adverse influence. 
This doubtless plays some part, but there is no 
doubt that the fundamental cause of the loss of 
interest is the progressive decline in recent years 
of the attractiveness of the Armed Services as a 
career. While the material rewards for success in 
the civilian professions, business and industry 
have soared higher and higher, the rewards for 
success in the Armed Services have declined. 


The primary incentive for a Service career has 
always been the sense of honor and self-respect 
that comes from doing so important a job as 
protecting the nation. That is the motive that 
keeps the hard-core in the Services. But there 
comes a time when the cost, in lowered standards 
of living and less rights and privileges for their 
families, weighs so heavily in the balance that the 
scales are turned against the Services. 

Representative Norblad, as a member of the 
House Committee on Armed Services, is in a posi- 
tion to help increase the attractiveness and 
prestige of the Services. It is up to him and his 
fellow members of Congress to reverse the trend 
that has operated against the privileges and 
prestige of the Services. The Constitution lays 
upon them the responsibility to “raise and sup- 
port”’ the military services, Certainly the time has 
come when to carry out this function they must 
take prompt steps to restore the prestige, rights 
and privileges that once attracted the cream of 
American youth. 


Home Leaas For Service Families. It now 
appears that the long-delayed granting of home 
loans to active duty Service personnel will begin 
next month. Under this program commissioned 
and enlisted personnel will not have to quit the 
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SPOKESMAN OF THE SERVICES 











Service in order to come within that portion of 
the G.I. Bill of Rights assuring them of guaran- 
teed loans for the purchase of homes. 

This provision not only will enable many Serv- 
ice families to buy their own homes under pre- 
ferred conditions, but will at the same time offer 
some relief in the over-all housing shortage. Every 


Service family that purchases its own home will 
leave available a rental property for occupancy 
by some other family. 

This together with the newly approved legis- 
lation for the construction of about 12,000 gov- 
ernment-owned family housing units for the Serv- 
ices could be the beginning of a new era in Serv- 
ice housing. But it is only the beginning—to be 
effective the construction of government-owned 
housing must be continued each year until the 
requirements are met.

10 Years Ago—In order to relieve the critical shortage 
of doctors, the Army Medical Department has increased 
its quota for admission to officer candidate schools and 
is continuing a program of training graduate admin- 
istrative officers as battalion surgeon assistants. 


50 Years Ago—It is generally understood that Assist- 
ant Secretary of War Oliver is strongly in favor of a 
reduction of the amount of uniform required of officers 
of the Army. The report of Inspector General Burton, 
in which he urgently recommends some reduction in 
the number of garments required, has not yet received 
the final action of the General Staff, but it is believed 
that at this time the Chief of Staff would disapprove 
of the recommendation on the ground that the uniform 
as now required has not been tested for a sufficient 
length of time. 


90 Years Ago—Under the competent lead of Genera) 
Sheridan, seconded by such able lieutenants as Wright, 
Crook, Emory, and Torbett, the Army of the Shenan- 
doah has at length effaced its record of misfortune, 
and given us a success so substantial and decisive as to 
make the name of Shenandoah for the first time 
worthy to be inscribed upon our banners. 


READERS’ VIEWS 


The Status of Officers 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I object, Mr. Blodgett, to being re- 
ferred to as a “thing” or “such per- 
son.” I am an officer of the Regular 
Establishment and proud of it. I 
joined it freely and was grateful that 
I was accepted by it for many 
reasons, not the least of which was 
my respect for and enjoyment of the 
association of its officers of all 
branches, as a whole, more than any 
other single body of men with which 
I had had contact. It is my intention 
to remain with it until age or dis- 
ability forces my retirement. I do 
not, however, intend to be regarded 
as a semi-civilian excrescence at- 
tached to it. A parasite, as it were, 
on it but not of it. 

The fact that, pursued to its logi- 
cal conclusions, your letter leaves 
little place for the commissioning of 
engineers, is something I will not 
avert to. Your analogy of the Bar 
and Medical Associations is, how- 
ever, absurd. The business of war 
and defense teday is a vast concern 
and its successful pursuit depends on 
a structure with many supports, no 
one of which is less a contributor to 
victory than any other, and no more. 
I am, as much as any engineer, in- 
fantryman, or pilot, a professional 
soldier. I am more than a physician, 
Iam a medical officer. The Air Force 
concept of “One Team,” removing 
all branch insignia from the uniform, 
is the clearest expression I know of 
this. 

I commend to your study, Mr. Blod- 
gett, the various Tables of Organiza- 
tion. Surgeons command and serve 
on staffs, even to the extent of engi- 
neers, indeed the medical department 
is responsible in part for the ap- 
proval of the campsites with which 
your Corps is concerned. I have no 
doubt that the majority of physi- 
cians, both regular and reserve, 
spend some portion of their tours in 


one of these capacities. 

I point out to you, Mr. Blodgett, 
that, “short of military rank,” there 
is no prestige, and certainly little 
privilege in the service. For the first 
hundred years of our army’s exist- 
ence the concept you propose regard- 
ing medical officers was tried, and, 
found wanting, it was abandoned. 
Even for our nurses the concept was 
abandoned shortly before WW1H, and 
Mr. Blodgett were the nurses of Cor- 
regidor, the POW camps, and the 
MASH Hospitals less soldiers than 
the engineers they served beside? 

When lieutenant-colonels were 
commanding battalions, I served in 
command and staff positions with an 
airborne division. Since then the serv- 
ice has seen fit to expend five years 
of time and money on my graduate 
professional education. Shall I then 
put this aside and demand my right- 
ful place on the parade ground? I 
think not. My superiors would be 
mightily disturbed. 

Perhaps my colleagues and I 
should be relegated to the status of 
the surgeons of the Prussian Army 
prior to 1870, and, before beginning 
our daily medical duties, shave the 
officers of the regiment. On the other 
hand, Mr. Blodgett, perhaps you 
would feel neither relaxed or com- 
fortable beneath my razor.

Before doing 
so, I naturally was curious as to how 
I would make out financially. I 
learned that as a M/Sgt. drawing 
airborne pay, and remaining in an 
organization in which I particularly 
desired to remain, I was better off. 
However being assured by many and 
variou people that legislation was in 
the mill (5 years ago) to adjust the 
pay structure equal to the first four 
commissioned grades, I accepted the 
Warrant. 

Events happened fast from there 
on in: 

a. I left a job of Battalion Intelli- 
gence Sergeant, a field I desired to 
remain in, at $254.00 per month 
across the table. (No dependants, 
jump pay included). This money 
could have been thrown down the 
drain, because I had a fine cadre 
room (better than any BOQ I’ve 
been in since), a mess to eat in, and 
a supply room to go to. 

b. I was made a Unit Administra- 
tor (bless all of the 2123’s). My first 
assignment was commanding a new- 
lyly formed FA Battery. This lasted 
two months while waiting for ex- 
perienced company grade officers. 
There were 2d Lts. in the Battery 
(drawing $40.00 to $130.00 a month 
more than I, depending upon marital 
status), but the Battalion Command- 
er didn’t feel he should put young 
inexperienced officers in charge of 
the new recruits. I signed for (as 
close as I can guess) nearly half a 
million dollar worth of property. 
After eight years in the Infantry I 
was preparing training schedules for 
new artillerymen. Here is something 
more that isn’t taken into considera- 
tion come efficiency report time 
Commissioned peronnel have a basic 
branch in which they can become 
proficient, not a Warrant, he goes to 
any branch handy.

proved types incorporating the latest 
technological developments. 
Fourth Attack Carrier 

First on the new construction list is 
the fourth attack aircraft carrier of the 
Forrestal class (CVA-62), which will be 
built at the New Yark Naval Shipyard. 
The new carrier, together with the For- 
restal (CVA-59), Saratoga (CVA-60), and 
Ranger (CVA-61), now under construc- 
tion, will be faster and have greater ca- 
pacity to carry and operate jet planes 
than either the Midway or Essex classes. 

The 1955 program also includes the in- 
stallation of angled or canted decks, per- 
mitted safer landings and take-offs, on 
the Yorktown (CVA-10) Bennington 
(CVA-20), Wasp (CVA-18), and Midway 
(CVA-41). The Midway will also undergo 
extensive conversion and modernization. 
It is planned eventually to install canted 
decks on all attack carriers. 

Recent improvements in the helicopter 
have made its use in amphibious opera- 
tions feasible. In order to take advantage 
of this newest development, an escort 
carrier of the Casablanca (CVE-55) class 
will be converted to an assault helicopter 
transport (CVHA). 

This conversion will involve stripping 
the escort aircraft carrier of its catapults 
ind arresting gear and providing accom- 
modations for Marine assault troops. The 
iddition of this vessel to the Fleet will 

roaden the scope of amphibious landing 
yperations and make possible the use of 
issault troops in places heretofore in- 
iceessible. 

Five Fleet Destroyers 

Funds for five Fleet destroyers of the 
DD-931 class have been appropriated. 
They will be generally similar to those 
being built under the fiscal 1953 and 
1954 programs, incorporating the latest 
levelopments in equipment to combat 
modern submarines and high altitude jet 
bombers, 

Other destroyer-type ships included in 
the program are eight additional new 
escort vessels of the DE-1006 class which 
are equipped with the latest submarine 
detection and destruction devices. These 
vessels will have improved habitability 
features not found in older ships of this 


type. As with our new destroyers, these 
ships will replace older vessels approach- 
ing obsolescence. 

One escort vessel, the USS Mills (DE- 
383), has a role in a new development 
involving conversion of its propulsion 
plant from diesel engines to gas turbines. 
Two of only four gas turbines which are 
known to exist in the world capable of 
propelling ships of this size (1,700 tons) 
have been purchased from the Rolls- 
Royce Company, of Great Britain. Con- 
version of the USS Mills has been as- 
signed to the Boston Naval Shipyard. Op- 
erational experience in the use of gas tur- 
bines aboard Navy ships will be gained 
by this conversion, which is expected to 
reduce propulsion plant weight by 15% 
and increase power output by more than 
60%. 

Guided Missile Sub 

Other developmental projects include 
the conversion of another attack sub- 
marine (SS) to a guided missile sub- 
marine (SSG), the construction of two 
improved utility landing craft (LCU), 
and one tank landing ship (LST), which 
will serve as a prototype for five or more 
other LST’s in the 1955 program. 

In furtherance of continental defense, 
six additional destroyer escorts and four 
Liberty cargo vessels will be converted 
to radar picket ships. 

Of paramount importance is the ex- 
panded application of nuclear power to 
the propulsion of naval vessels. This 
year’s shipbuilding program includes two 
additional nuclear submarines. The USS 
Nautilus (SSN-571), the first such sub- 
marine ever built, will be commissioned 
on 30 Sept. 1954 and in time will be joined 
by the USS Sea Wolf (SSN-575), and by 
the SSN-578 and SSN-579 as yet un- 
named. The significance of these under- 
sea craft has been best described by the 
Chief of Naval Operations, Admiral Rob- 
ert B. Carney, USN, who said, “It may 
very well be that in this 20th Century, 
naval supremacy will go to the nation 
that first converts from oil to atoms.” 

National security requires that an ade- 
quate nucleus of operating yards, both 
naval and private, be kept available for 
ranid expansion in the event of a full- 
scale emergency.

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COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
A Substitute for the Abandoned EDC— 


ITH the European Defense Com- 

munity unmistakably dead, there 
has been a most astonishing scramble 
of statesmen to organize some kind of 
Western European union which will 
serve most of EDC’s aims. Leaders in 
the scramble are Britain’s Anthony 
Eden (whose government, unwilling 
to join as a principal in EDC, is well 
disposed toward a substitute project) 
and France’s Mendés-France (whose 
national leaders of a few years ago 
originated the EDC project, but whose 
present leaders put it to death). Each 
would extend the Brussels pact of 1948 
—but not in just the same way. 


THE IMPORTANT THING, from our 
viewpoint and Europe’s as well, has 
been the substance of EDC and not its 
form, and if it now proves possible to 
get a reasonable approximation of it 
under whatever name, our own states- 
men are not likely to oppose it through 
pique. The attainment of a defensive 
unit of purely European character, 
which would one day relieve the United 
States of its enormous burden of aid to 
Europe, has been from the beginning 
the loudly proclaimed hope of Ameri- 
can policy-makers, to say nothing of 
American taxpayers. 


THE BRUSSELS PACT OF 1948 
linked Britain, France, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg in a 
mutual defense group, to last until 
1998. It was an opening of long-needed 
European cooperation which encour- 
aged more cooperation, and thus was a 
factor in the subsequent creation of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, containing those five nations and 
seven others. Notably it spanned the 
Atlantic to bring in Canada and the 
United States and to add geographical- 
ly-important Iceland. The greater 
achievement inevitably obscured the 
lesser; NATO both by its size and its 
energy took world attention, and the 
Brussels group has marked time. 


SIGNIFICANTLY, however, it 
emerged from obscurity a few months 
ago when the failure of the EDC ap- 
peared likely, and there arose a hope 
that something under another name 
might be able to serve most of EDC’s 
purposes without running into 
France’s opposition. The circumstance 
that France is already a member of the 
Brussels group was found encourag- 
ing. The fact that the 1948 pact ex- 
acted no toll in a member-nation’s 
sovereignty was, in one sense, an argu- 
ment in its favor. In these columns 
months ago was mention of a new 
European interest in the 1948 organi- 
zation as a possible raft on which to 
climb should EDC sink, as it later did. 

So lively was that interest on the 
part of Great Britain that, close upon 
EDC’s failure, Anthony Eden as For- 
eign Secretary began his rapid circuit 
of European capitals to gain support 
for his proposal to expand the five- 
nation group both in size and in re- 
sponsibility. Premier Mendés-France 
shortly submitted his own proposal, 
likewise building on the Brussels 
foundation but adding a few architec- 
tural features of purely French, rather 
than British design. They do not ap- 
pear likely to win British approval. 


WEST GERMANY’S participation 
in western defense, is, of course, the 
basic desire of all, but the French re- 
main reluctant to let this sturdy 
neighbor re-arm save under certain 
restrictions. Britain, too, favors a limit 
on the size of West Germany’s army, 
but is disposed to let Germany itself 
set the limit as a voluntary action 
rather than under compulsion; in fact 
Chancellor Adenauer has already indi- 
cated a readiness to make that volun- 
tary pledge. But the French are also 
understandably nervous about. the 
establishment of a new German muni- 
tions industry, and propose that the 
Brussels group as a whole possess abso- 
lute control of all munitions-making by 
member-nations. and that in certain 


zones, including a very large part of 
Germany, there be no munitions plants 
whatever. 

Great Britain indicates total opposi- 
tion to such a policy, which obviously 
would give the group organization the 
power to limit Britain’s arms facilities. 
This is so conspicuous a threat to na- 
tional sovereignty as to destroy, in 
British thinking, the special merit 
which is claimed for the Brussels pact. 
Curiously it was the supranational 
powers of EDC which largely sparked 
France’s hostility to that union. It is 
difficult therefore to understand the 
premier’s support of that exact princi- 
ple in his proposal for a substitute or- 
ganization. It will be a particularly dif- 
ficult thing for Herr Adenauer to un- 
derstand, save for one aspect—the prin- 
cipal restraint would appear to be on 
West Germany this time. 


THE CELERITY with which a sub- 
stitute union is being sought is the 
best proof of the necessity for EDC or 
a reasonable facsimile. With the pro- 
posed addition of West Germany and 
Italy to the original five-nation mem- 
bership, there would emerge a union 
of the six nations contemplated for 
EDC, plus Great Britain whose partici- 
pation in EDC had always been pleaded 
for. The zeal now exhibited in bringing 
about the needed union is welcome, 
but the barriers to its acceptance are 
obvious, and will become more obvious 
at next week’s Nine-Power meeting in 
London, if M. Mendés-France continues 
to insist upon the requirements re- 
ferred to. Midweek reports from Bonn 
suggested strongly that Chancellor 
Adenauer will oppose the French plan, 
as blocking West Germany’s full sov- 
ereignty demand and both delaying 
and restricting full membership in 
NATO, as well as preventing any true 
solution of the European armaments 
plan. 

MARSHAL TITO, addressing an im- 
mense crowd on the tenth anniversary 
of Styria’s liberation from Nazi con- 
trol, made a speech which proclaimed 
Yugoslavia’s desire for peace. This was 
the purpose of his recent mutual-de- 
fense treaty with Greece and Turkey, 
and it fully defines his country’s rela- 
tionship with NATO, he pointed out. 
He would for this reason welcome 
friendship with his Communist neigh- 
bors—Tito has never concealed the 
completeness of his own Communist 
thinking — and he hoped for a full 
restoration of sovereignty to West 
Germany. The Yugoslav dictator ex- 
hibited amiability toward the recent 
visit of Robert D. Murphy, U. S. Dep- 
uty Under Secretary of State, although 
this did not go so far as to assure the 
success of Mr. Murphy’s primary mis- 
sion—a settlement of the Trieste dis- 
pute with Italy. Nor for that matter 
did any public endorsement come from 
Signor Scelba, whom Mr. Murphy 
thereafter visited on the same mission. 
The points of difference between these 
two nations have been whittled down in 
size, but they remain points. The dis- 
creet Mr. Murphy declined to make 
any forecasts. 


SOUTH KOREA, profoundly dis- 
turbed by the orders removing four 
American divisions, has been unable 
to get those orders revised—the U. S. 
Army’s need for better troop distribu- 
tion being compelling—but it received 
this week assurance of an added $109,- 
000,000 grant in both military and eco- 
nomic aid during the remainder of this 
fiscal year. Half the new grant will go 
for military aid, raising this year’s total 
to $450,000,000, and providing a special 
stimulus to the two main programs: 
(1) a start on the ROK’s jet airplane 
force and (2) a start on the build-up 
of reserves to support the ROK’s 20- 
division regular army. The air better- 
ment is only a start, consisting largely 
of T-33 jet training planes and an ex- 
pedited training of pilots both in Korea 
and in this country; the reserve pro- 
gram can get off to a fair start without

(b) A Reserve officer on active duty who is 
recommended for promotion to a grade high- 
er than that in which he is serving, shall, 
before being promoted, elect to serve on 
active duty in the grade in which he is then 
serving or be released. 

Sec. 512—Method of Selection For Promotion 

To Capt, Maj and Lt Col 

(a) When officers are being considered for 
promotion because they have completed the 
service for mandatory consideration, the Sec- 
retary may direct the selection board to con- 
sider all such officers and select those whom 
it considers to be fully qualified for promo- 
tion. 

(b) When officers are being considered for 
promotion against vacancies, the Secretary 
may instruct the selection board. to consider 
officers whose names have been submitted 
to it in the order of their seniority until 
a specified number have been selected as 
fully qualified for promotion. 

(c) The Secretary is authorized, in lieu 
of using the fully qualified methods of selec- 
tion provided in subsec’s (a) and (b), to 
direct a selection board to select for promo- 
tion a specified number of officers from 
among those considered who are the best 
qualified for promotion. When this method 
is used, at least 80 per cent of the officers 
considered must be selected. 

(d) This section does not apply to the pro- 
motion of nurses or women medical special- 
ists to a grade above captain, or to the pro- 
motion of any female Reserve officer ap- 
pointed under sec. 310 of the Women’s Inte 
gration Act. 

Sec. 513—Promotion to Fill Special Quali- 
fications or Unit Vacancies 

(a) The Secretary is authorized to direct 
a selection board to recommend a specified 
number of officers for promotion who have 
special qualifications when vacancies exist 
and there is a shortage of officers with such 
qualifications. The best qualified method of 
selection is mandatory, but without the 80 
per cent limitation. 

(b) The Secretary is authorized to direct 
a selection board to select for promotion 
officers assigned or available for assignment 
to specific units or in mobilization positions. 
The best qualified method of selection is

SAC Tells Plans For New Family 


An expanded and improved recreation 
program is in store for the Strategic Air 
Command families within a few months. 
USAF Headquarters has authorized ap- 
propriated funds to augment welfare 
funds in support of youth activities pro- 
grams at Air Force bases and has made 
dependents an official responsibility of 
personnel services officers, when it comes 
to their “morale, welfare and recrea- 
tion.” Professionally trained recereation 
directors may now be employed to con- 
duct dependent programs at all bases. 

SAC first became interested in the pos- 
sibility of a command-wide recreation 
program for dependents at a character 
guidance conference held last vear, when 
Col. Stephen D. McElroy, USAF, SAC 
director of personnel, posed the question 
of what was being done to make SAC 
bases better places to raise families.

married, qualifies as a dependent or (2) 
maintains a household (either his own 
or apart from his own) which is the 
principal place of abode of a parent or 
parents who are his dependents. A per- 
son legally separated under a divorce 
or separate maintenance decree or a per- 
son whose spouse is a nonresident alien 
at any time during the tax year is con- 
sidered as not married for this purpose. 

The big change here is in the “house- 
hold apart” provision which means that 
single Service men or women assigned 
to duty away from a home which they 
maintain for their parent or parents will 
now be able to claim head of household 
status. 


Exclusions From Gross Income 


DIVIDENDS — For calendar ’54 the 
first $50 of taxable dividends received 
from a domestic corporation are excluded 
from gross income. This will be of spe- 
cial interest to retired personnel. On a 
joint return the exclusion would be $100 
if each spouse had dividends of $50 or 
more. Husband and wife residents of a 
community property state are entitled 
to an aggregate exclusion of $100 on 
either joint or separate returns if the 
community dividends total $100. The $50 
exclusion does not apply to dividends 
received from tax-exempt cooperatives 
or corporations, certain insurance com- 
panies, nor dividends on deposits in 
mutual savings banks, cooperative banks, 
and domestic building and loan associa- 
tions. 


COMBAT ZONE PAY — Active duty 
pay of enlisted members of the Armed 
Forces and up to $200 of such pay for 
commissioned officers for any month, any 
part of which the person served in a 
combat zone, is excluded from gross in- 
come. Under old law this authority 
would have terminated on 1 Jan. 1955. 
The new law strikes out the termination 


date and provides for the combat-pay 
exclusion as long as individuals are 
being inducted into the Armed Forces 


for training and service. Korea is still 
considered a “combat zone” (as are adja- 
cent waters) within the meaning of the 
income tax law. 


RESIDENCE SALE PROFIT The 
gain from the sale of a taxpayer’s princi- 
pal residence is not includable in gross 
income where a new residence is pur- 
chased within the one year period im- 
mediately preceding or following the 
date of sale of the old principal resi- 
dence for a purchase price not less than 
the selling price of the old residence. 
Prior law provided that the period a 
taxpayer served on active duty as a mem- 
ber of the Armed Forces subsequent to 
the date of sale and prior to 1 Jan. 1954, 
need not be counted in determing his 
one year period. The new Ccde provides 
that the period that a member of the 
Armed Services is on active duty subse- 
quent to the date of sale and as long as 
ndividuals are being inducted for train- 
ing and service may be disregarded in 
determining the one year period. How- 
ever, the period subsequent to the date 
of sale of the old principal residence and 
the date of purchase of a new principal 
residence cannot exceed four years. 


Adjusted Gross Income 

DEPRECIATION — To determine the 
‘mount of depreciation allowed with

Deductions 


CHARITABLE CONTRIBUTIONS — 
In general, charitable contributions are 
limited to 20 per cent of the taxpayer’s 
adjusted gross income. However, the 
limitation is increased to 30 per cent pro- 
vided the additional 10 per cent repre- 
sents contributions to churches, conven- 
tions and associations of churches, tax- 
exempt educational organizations, or 
exempt hospitals. 


INTEREST AND CARRYING 
CHARGES—Under old law, interest on 
mortgages, trusts, personal loans, etc., 
has been an allowable deduction, al- 
though carrying and finance charges 
imposed at an interest rate have not 
been deductible. On installment sales the 
carrying charges are now allowed as a 
deduction in the case of purchases of 
personal property on the _ installment 
payment basis where no interest charge 
is stated separately. However, the deduct- 
ible part of the carrying charges is lim- 
ited to an amount equal to six per cent 
of the average unpaid balance under the 
contract during the year. This is com- 
puted by dividing the sum of the unpaid 
balances on the first of each month dur- 
ing the year by 12 and multiplying the 
result by six per cent. 


MEDICAL EXPENSES Under the 
new Code, medical expenses now include 
the cost of transportation primarily for 
and essential to medical care; however, 
the cost of food and lodging may not be 
included. The amount included as a 
medical expense for medicine and drugs 
is limited to one per cent of the tax- 
payer’s adjusted gross income. This lim- 
itation is applicable to all taxpayers; 
however, taxpayers under 65 may deduct 
medical expenses only in excess of an 
amount equal to three per cent of ad- 
justed gross income. That is, the previ- 
ous limitation of five per cent has been 
reduced to three per cent. The maximum 
amounts allowed as a medical expense 
deduction have been increased to $2500 
for each exemption, again limited to 
$5000 if the taxpayer is single and not 
the head of a household, or is married 
and filing a separate return; to $10,000 
for taxpayers who qualify as the head 
of a household or who file a joint return. 


CHILD CARE — Working mothers or 
widowers are allowed a deduction for 
the expense of having their children 
taken care of in order that they may 
earn a living. The deduction is limited

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Highlights from New Tax Law

new law this requirement is extended to 
payments under a private written sepa- 
ration agreement entered into after 16 
Aug. '54, if parties are living apart and 
do not file a joint return. Furthermore, 
support payments made under any court 
decree entered into after 1 March ’54 
must be reported by the recipient if 
parties are living apart and do not file a 
joint return. Payments for the support 
of minor children are not included in the 
rule. 


EXEMPTIONS FOR DEPENDENTS 
—Exemptions for the taxpayer and for 
his dependents are now treated as de- 
ductions from adjusted gross income in 
arriving at taxable income. The law has 
liberalized the definition of a dependent 
in several important respects. 

A son, stepson, daughter or stepdaugh- 
ter of the taxpayer may now earn $600 
or more during the taxable year with- 
out depriving the taxpayer parent of 
their exemption provided such child is 
under 19 years of age at the end of the 
taxable year, or if over 19 years of age 
and a student at an educational institu- 
tion. Such children will file their own 
tax returns whereon they will also claim 
their exemption. In such cases, the par- 
ent must, of course, still furnish more 
than half of the child’s support. 

In the case of institutional care be- 
cause of physical or mental disability, 
blood cousins have been added to the 
list of those who can be classed as de- 
pendents if he was a member of the tax- 
payer’s household before receiving such 
institutional care. 

Persons who receive support from two 
or more taxpayers, none of whom fur- 
nishes more than half, may, neverthe- 
less, be claimed as the dependent of one 
of the contributors by written agree- 
ment provided that the one claiming the 
exemption did not furnish over 10 per 
cent of the support and further provided 
that over half the support was furnished 
by persons who would have been entitled 
to claim the exemption except that they 
individually had not furnished more than 
half of the dependent’s support. 


Nonresident aliens who are actual resi- 
dents of the Canal Zone or the Republic 
of Panama may now be claimed as de- 
pendents provided they meet all other 
requirements. 

A child born or legally adopted by the 
taxpayer in the Philippines before 1 July 
1946, may be claimed as the dependent 
of its parent if the parent was a mem- 
ber of the U. S. Armed Forces at the 
time the child was born or adopted and 
the child is a resident of the Philippines 
during the taxable year. 


Credits Against Tax 


Under old law a credit against the tax 
has been allowed for amounts withheld 
from wages or paid on a declaration of 
estimated tax, and for amounts with- 
held for social-security tax on wages in 
excess of $3600 where two or more em- 
ployers withheld such taxes during the 
year; for taxes paid to a foreign country 
or possession of the U. S.; for tax with- 
held on certain income of a nonresident 
alien; and for an amount equal to three 
per cent of certain partially tax-exempt 
interest. Credit for the last three items 
referred to is not allowed if the standard 
deduction is used to compute the tax. 


DIVIDENDS — A new and additional 
credit is now allowed in an amount equal 
to four per cent of the dividends received 
from certain domestic corporations after 
31 July ’54, but limited to the lesser of 
the income tax minus credit allowed for 
taxes paid to foreign countries and pos- 
sessions, or two per cent of the taxable 
income for 1954 (four per cent of the 
taxable income for subsequent years). 
Non-resident aliens subject to 30 per 
cent withholding tax are not entitled to 
this credit. 


RETIREMENT INCOME — A further 
and important credit against the tax is 
allowed with respect to “retirement in- 
come.” In the case of 2n individual who 
is 65 before the close of the tax year, 
“retirement income” means income 
from pensions and annuities, interest, 


| rents and dividends; but to those who 


have not reached their 65th birthday 





before the close of the tax year the tern 
is limited to income from pensions and 
annuities under a public retirement sys- 
tem. The term “public retirement sys- 
tem” does not include the system for 
retirement of members of the Armed 
Forces. Such income is “retirement in- 
come” only to the extent that it is in- 
cludable in gross income and does not 
represent compensation for personal 
services. 

The term, however, is limited to $1200 
less pensions and annuities received un- 
der Title II of the Social Security Act 
or under the Railroad Retirement Acts 
of 1935 or 1937, or which are otherwise 
excludable from gross income, and the 
excess of $900 of earned income in the 
case of a taxpayer under 75 years of 
age at the end of the taxable year. 


That part of annuities excluded from 
gross income by section 72 of the Code, 
and compensation for injuries or sick- 
ness excluded by section 104 (which in- 
cludes military or naval disability re- 
tirement pay) need not be subtracted 
from the aforementioned $1200. The re- 
mainder, if any, is then multiplied by 
the tax rate applicable to the first $2000 
of taxable income (20 per cent for the 
calendar year 1954) and this product is 
allowed as a credit against the tax. 

Such credit, together with any other 
credits to which the taxpayers may be 
entitled, cannot exceed the tax. A tax- 
payer, in order to qualify for the retire- 
ment income credit must have received 
earned income of at least $600 during 
each of any 10 years prior to the taxable 
year. Accordingly, retired civilian em- 
ployees of the U. S. Government, regard- 
less of age, whose onlv income is a civil- 
service annuity of $3,000 a year and who 
has prior to 1954 received “cost” back 
tax free will be entitled to a credit of 
$240 against income tax for 1954 other- 
wise computed. 

A retired member of the Armed 
Forces, however, is not entitled to “re- 
tirement income credit” with respect to 
his retired pay unless he is 65 years of 
age or over on the last day of the taxa- 
ble year. That part of the retired pay 
of a retired member of the Armed Serv- 
ices which is excluded from gross in- 
come for Federal income tax purposes 
is completely disregarded for the purpose 
of the retirement income credit. 

For example: Where a retired officer's 
only income during the year is his re- 
tired pay of $4,000, and by reason of a 
physical disability incurred in active 
service $1000 of it is excludable from 
gross income, he will be entitled to a 
retirement income credit of $240 against 
his tax for 1954 if he is over 65. If a 
husband and wife each qualify for the 
retirement income credit, such credits 
may be claimed on their separate or 
joint returns. Taxpayers domiciled in a 
community property state may derive 
particular benefits from this provision 
of law. 

Abatement of Tax 

Previously a member of the Armed 
Forces was excused from payment of 
Federal income tax for the year in which 
he died in a “combat zone,” or as the 
result of injury, sickness or disease in- 
curred in a combat zone, provided his 
death occurred during the period begin- 
ning 24 June 1950, through 31 Dec. 1954. 
The termination date of 31 Dec. 1954, has 
now been eliminated and the period is 
extended as long as individuals are being 
inducted into the Armed Forces for 
training and service. 

The benefit under this law includes 
the cancellation of any liability for in- 
come taxes unpaid at the time of death, 
and the refund of income taxes paid for 
a year any part of which the decedent 
served in a “combat zone” after 24 June 
1950. 

Collection 

The new law permits the Internal Rev- 
enue Service to garnishee salaries of of- 
ficers and employees of the U. S. Gov- 
ernment to collect unpaid Federal taxes 
in the same manner they can with re- 
spect to emploveee of nrivate employers.

Brig. Gen. Paul T. Carroll, a top White 
House aide and “treasured friend and 
brilliant associate” of President Eisen- 
hower, was buried with military honors 
in Arlington National Cemetery on 20 

September. 
The 44-year-old officer, who served under 


President Eisenhower during WW II and 
later when the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 





ganization was being created, died 17 Sep- 
tember of a heart attack at the Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center. Funeral services were 
held in the Center's chapel. 

General Carroll was stricken with heart 
disease last December, but returned to work 
several weeks later. 

A 1933 graduate of West Point, General 
Carroll was one of the officers who accom- 
panied President Eisenhower to Korea just 
after the 1952 election. His last assignment 
was as Presidential liaison man with the 
Pentagon and a White House staff secre- 
tary. General Carroll flew to Denver last 
week to attend a special meeting of the Na- 
tional Security Council called to discuss Far 
East developments. He returned to Wash- 
ington shortly before his death. 

Present at the graveside ceremony were 
General Matthew B. Ridgway. Army Chief of 
Staff, Assistant Army Secretaries Hugh Mil- 
ton and George Roderick, and Lt. Gen. Floyd 
Parks, USA, Second Army commander, who 
was President Eisenhower's personal mili- 
tary representative at the funeral. Others 
present were Presidential Assistant Sherman 
Adams and White House aldes were Maj. 
Gen. Wilton B. Persons, USA-Ret., and Brig. 
Gen. Robert Cutler.

Maj. Gen. David Prescott Barrows 


(The following tribute to Maj. Gen. 
David Prescott Barrows was written by 
his former aide, Col. N. W. Armstrong, 
Ret.) 

At the age of 81 years. Maj. Gen. David 
Prescott Barrows, who commanded the 40th 
National Guard Division of California, Utah 
and Nevada from the date of its reorganiza- 
tion following WWI until he retired for age 
in 1937. died on 5 Sept. at the home of his 
son Thumas Barrows at Orinda, Calif. 

Gencral Barrows lived an Interesting life. 
At the invitation of the late William Howard 
Taft, then Governor General of the Philip- 
pines. General Barrows just out of college 
was asked to inaugurate the public school 
system in the Philippines. Returning to Call- 
fornia In 1910. he accepted the teaching post 
in the department of political science at the 
University of California, shortly afterward 
becoming dean of men. In 1919 he was ele- 
vated to the Presidency of the University, 
voluntarily stepping down from that post five 
years later to head the department of po- 
litical science. 

Dur'ng WWI. General Barrows graduated 
as top man in his class at the First Officer's 
Training Camp, Presidio of Monterey. with 
the rank of Major. He went to the Philippines 
and later joined General Grave's staff. who 
commanted the Siberian Expeditionary 
Forces. Decorated for outstanding service by 
several of the Allies, General Barrows came 
back to California at the end of the war. He 
was elected Department Commander of the 
American Legion in 1919 succeeding the late 
General Henry G. Mathewson, who secured 
the charter for the American Legion in Cali- 
fornia. 

At the invitation of the Governor of Cali- 
fornia, General Barrows took the lead in re- 
organizing the California National Guard, 
accepting a commission as a major and bat- 
talion commander in the 159th Infantry, soon 
to be elevated to regimental commander. He 
was promoted Brigatier General and given 
command of the 79th Infantry Brigade in 
1925. The following year he was named Ma- 
jor General and commanding general of the 
40th. 

He was an outstanding horseman and 
owned several private mounts. He gave his 
staff officers an opportunity to learn horse- 
manship and was a great believer in long 
marches and a lot of bivouacs during the an- 
nual summer training periods. 

As a small boy General Barrows was 
brought to California from his native Illinois. 
He was reared on a ranch, attended Pomona 
College at Claremont, Calif., being a member 
of the first graduating class. He later ac- 
quired degrees at the University of Cali- 
fornia, University of Chicago and studied at 
Columbia University, New York. He often 
spent his summers as an exchange professor 
at European universities. He traveled ex- 
tensively and toured Africa, the South and 
Central American countries, once headed the 
Pan-America Union. He was a linguist of 
ability. 

Married as a young man, the General and 
his late wife were parents of three daughters 
and one son. The daughters are Mrs. Anna 
Stewart, Mrs. Betty Adams and Mrs. Ella 
Hagar, all of Berkeley, and his son Thomas 
Barrows, a staff member of the faculty of 
the University of California. The first Mrs. 
Barrows died several years ago and General 
Barrows remarried, being mourned by his 
widow, Mrs. Eva Barrows of Berkeley. 

He was a close persona! friend of former 
President Herbert Hoover and at Mr. 
Hoover’s request accompanied him to Bel- 
gium in 1916 to assist in the Belgium relief 
program. 

Only the immediate family members at- 
tended brief farewell service for the General. 
Interment was at the Claremont (Los An-

geles County) cemetery where his parents 
and first wife are buried.

Rule on MPC and Treas. 
Checks to O’Seas Retired 


Proceedures on the use of military pay- 
ment certificates and/or Treasury check 
to retired personnel residing in certain 
overseas areas is set forth in a message 
sent out from the Director of Finance, 
Hq., USAF. It states. 

‘Part One. Retired members of the Air 
Force, who are U. S. citizens, residing in 
Western Germany and Japan and other over- 





seas areas designated as a military payment 
certificate area, may be paid their retired 
pay in military payment certificates or in- 
digenous currency or by U. S. Treasury check 
as appropriate. Amount of military payment 
certilicate paid retired personnel should be 
limited to their requirements. Payment of 
retired pay in military payment certificates 
should not be made unless retired member 
is to be authorized the use of commissary, 
PX and/or other service facilities. Retired 
members who are authorized use of military 
payment certificates will be subject to same 
military payment certificates regulations as 
active duty members. When payment is made 
by Treasury check, retired members should 
be advised that they are subject to foreign 
currency control regulations of country con- 
cerned. 

‘‘Part Two. Retired members of the Air 
Force, who are U. S. citizens, and retired 
members of the Army, who are U. S. citizens, 
and who are paid their retired pay by United 
States Air Force, who reside in the Philippine 
Islands, are likewise included within the pro- 
visions of Part One of this message provided 





that when payment is made by U. 8. 
Treasury check now in use in the Philippines. 
U. S. Air Force finance officers in the Philip- 
pines are authorized to cash these checks for 
military payment certificates only when re- 
tired member has been authorized the use of 
commissary, PX, and/or other service facill- 
ties and has need for military payment cer- 
tificates. 

“Part Three. United States Treasury 
checks may not be mailed to countries listed 
in paragraph 30423 of AFM 173-10, except 
Western Germany.”

BIG WEEK FOR MILITARY CONTRACTS 


It was a big week for military contracts at the Pentagon with award of 
contracts for $100,000,000 to build additional F-100 North American Super 
Sabres and $35,000,000 worth of M42 twin-40 mm. self-propelled guns from 
the Cadillac Division of General Motors. 

Both contracts will affect production in Ohio, with the supersonic Super 
Sabres to be built by the Columbus plant of North American Aviation, Inc., 
and the guns at the Cleveland Tank Plant. 

The F-100 is in production at the North American plant in Los Angeles. 
The work at the Cleveland Tank Plant is a continuation of a contract now 
in effect and will cover production between June 1955 and May 1956. 

The M42 is a “sister vehicle” to the M41 light tank, also produced at 
the Cleveland Tank Plant. The two vehicles use many of the same com- 
ponents and can be produced on the same assembly line. 
announcing its first contract for vehicle procurement this 
year, said that contracts are under consideration for the Patton M48 medium 
tank, the M59 Armored Infantry vehicle and the five-ton Cargo truck. 

With many millions available for contracts, it can be expected that 
numerous new awards for all Services will be announced from the Pentagon 








Army Demonstrates New 


Plastic ““Sandwich”’ Barge 

A self-propelled plastic barge, built in 
sections to make it more transportable, 
and constructed of a new fiberglass 
honeycomb material, was demonstrated 
by the Army 24 Sept. at Ft. Eustis, Va. 

The new flat-bottom vessel, designed 
for use in shallow water, weighs only 10 
tons, can transport five tons of dry cargo 
without drawing more than 21 inches of 
water, but has a 10-ton capacity in deep- 
er water, The vessel is equipped with 
pushing “knees” on the bow, enabling 
it to operate also as a “pusher” towboat 
for conventional shallow-draft barges. 

The new “sandwich” type of construc- 
tion of the barge consists of honeycombed 
duck material impregnated with phenolic 
resin. Protecting the core on either side 
are layers of woven fiberglass laminated 
with a new polyester resin. This type of 
construction is expected to require little 
maintenance, and hull damage can be re- 
paired easily and without the necessity of 
“laying up” the vessel in a shipyard. 

The 15-section craft can be shipped by 
air, truck or rail, and can be easily as- 
sembled in the water without employing 
special skills, tools or equipment. Fifty 
feet long, the craft was built by the Plas- 
tics Division of The Englander Company 
at its Baltimore, Md., plant. It is pow- 
ered by two 165-horsepower General Mo- 
tors diesel engines. 


Lt. Col. J. E. Johnston

Lt. Col. J. E. Johnston, USA, has been 
appointed head of the Army’s $600,000,000 
Ordnance procurement program for 
Southern California and the Southwest- 
ern United States. He commands the Los 
Angeles Ordnance District in Pasadena. 

Colonel Johnston succeeds Col. W. S. 
Broberg, USA-Ret. The District, employ- 
ing approximately 500 persons, adminis- 
ters Ordnance contracts for guided mis- 
siles, and other Ordnance materiel. 

In March 1950 Colonel Johnston was re- 
called from Europe to become Chief of 
the Facilities and Procurement Policies 
Branch in the Industrial Division of the 
Ordnance Corps. He served in this capac- 
ity until August 1953 when he was as- 
signed as Deputy District Chief of the 
Los Angeles Ordnance District.

Fairchild Tries J-44 Jet 
Power Boost on C-82 


Fairchild Aircraft is flight-testing an 
experimental turbojet power augmenta- 
tion installation on a C-82 Packet to deter- 
mine the value of jet assistance in in- 
creasing take-off loads and rate of climb. 

W. L. Landers, Fairchild General Man- 
ager, said that the C-82 already has made 
several successful flights, employing the 
small J-44 engine designed and built by 
the Engine Division of the Fairchild En- 
gine and Airplane Corp. for powering tar- 
get drones and guided missiles. The J-44 
provides an additional 1,000 pounds of 
thrust at take-off. 

Engineers expect to show that the jet 
power boost will reduce required take-off 
distances over a 50-foot obstacle and per- 
mit substantial increases in maximum 
take-off weights, possibly as much as two 
to three tons. 

The test installation is mounted on top 
of the cargo fuselage on a fixed pylon. 
The engine’s air intake can be closed by 
remote contro] to reduce drag when not 
in use. The assembly also can be installed 
so it may be retracted within the normal 
airplane structure. 

This experimental project is being spon- 
sored by Fairchild as part of its research 
and development program. The C-82 serv- 
ing as a flying laboratory for the J-44 
jet package has been leased to Fairchild 
by the Air Force and the installation 
made with company funds.

(d) (1) WAF officers in the 
grade of It. col., if not sooner 
removed from an active status 
shall, if qualified and if they 
apply, be transferred to the 
Retired Reserve 30 days after 
completing 28 years of service 
If not qualified or if they d 
not apply for transfer they 
shall be discharged on that 
date. The Secretary may retain 
an officer for a period not t 
exceed 30 days after comple 
tion of 30 years. 

(2) WAF officers in grades 
below It. col., if not sooner re- 
moved from an active status 


shall, if qualified and if they 
apply, be transferred to the Re 
tired Reserve 30 days after 


completion of 25 years of serv- 
ice. If not qualified or if they 
do not apply for transfer they 
shall be be discharged on that 
date. Officers whose names are 
on a recommended list to It 
col. shall be treated as though 
serving in that grade. 
Sec. 525—Elimination of Excess 

Officers 

(a) When the Secretary con- 
siders there are excessive nun- 
bers of officers in any grade 
he may convene a board to con- 
sider all officers in that grade 
who have 30 total years of serv- 
ice or 20 years of service for 
retire:nent purposes and recom- 
mend a prescribed number, by 
name, for removal from active 
status. 


(b) The Secretary, with re 
spect to any officer recom- 
mended for removal from an 


active status, may transfer him 
to the Retired Reserve if he is 
qualified and applies: transfer 
him to the inactive status list 
if qualified; or discharge him 
Sec. 526—Elimination, Transfer 

or Reappointment of AG’s or 

Asst. AG’s. 

When an officer who is fed: 
erally recognized in the ANG 
of a State, Territory or D. C 
solely because of his position as 
AG or Asst. AG, ceases to oc 
cupy that position, his Federal 
recognition shall be terminated. 
If qualified and if he applies, 
he shall be transferred to the 
Retired Reserve. If not quali- 
fied or if he does not apply for 
transfer, he shall be discharged 
and, if qualified, appointed in 
the grade he held immediately 
prior to his appointment as AG 
or Asst. AG. In such instance 
he shall be credited with pro- 
motion service in that grade 
equal to the amount of promo- 
tion service with which he has 
been credited in that and any 
higher grade. If he does not 
transfer or is not reappointed 
in his former grade, he shall 
be discharged. These actions 
must take place within 30 days 
after he ceases to occupy the 
position of AG or Asst. AG.
